Councils  who  have  made  ray  task  easier  by  furnishing  me  with  their  back¬ 
ground  knowledge  of  events  under  review.  I  wish  to  thank  the  clerical 
staff  at  The  Leats  for  their  help  and  Miss  V.  M.  Graham,  Assistant 
County  Nursing  Officer  who  has  provided  me  with  valuable  information  on 
the  personal  services,  and  all  the  help  I  have  received  from  the  Health 
Visitors,  Nurses  and  Midwives  in  the  district.  Apart  from  the  expected 
higher  incidence  of  Measles  I  am  happy  to  report  that  the  year  was  a 
healthy  one.

This  measure  represents  the  combined  effect  of  Congenital 
abnormalities  leading  to  stillbirth,  the  effects  of  obstetric  skill 
in  preventing  injury  at  birth  to  the  child  which  may  result  in  death 
within  the  first  week,  and  the  effects  of  skilled  paediatric  care  in 
dealing  with  such  cases  as  prematurity,  infection,  and  congenital 
abnormality  in  the  first  week  of  life.  Thus  it  is  a  measure  of  Congenital, 
Obstetric  and  Paediatric  factors.  The  age  and  parity  of  the  Mothers 
diet  during  pregnancy  and  the  quality  of  the  medical  and  nursing  services 
all  help  to  determine  this  rate.  Deaths  from  congenital  malformation 
reflect  the  genetic  and  social  background  of  the  Mother  rather  than  the 
standard  of  obstetric  care. 

Although  the  figure  has  dropped  from  24.6  to  17*9  in  reality  this 
represents  the  difference  of  1  stillbirth  -only  i.e.  4  stillbirths  and  1 
death  under  4  weeks  in  1964  compared  with  3  stillbirths  and  1  death  in 
first;  week  in  1965*  This  apparently  dramatic  drop  resulting  from  1  less 
stillbirth  occurs  when  the  numbers  are  small,  and  although  the  downward 
trend  is  welcome  its  statistical  significance  should  be  borne  in  mind.

number  of  births  exceeded  deaths  by  54  and  the  total  population  estimated  increase  was  50  over  1964. 
•e  are  no  significant  changes  in  the  causes  of  death  in  1965  over  1964. 
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The  measles  figure  of  231  represents  the  usual  higher  incidence  in 
alternate  years  and  until  such  time  as  mass  immunisation  against  this  virus 
disease  is  accepted  in  this  county  as  it  has  been  in  other  countries  this 
alternate  year  periodicity  will  no  doubt  continue.

1.  Provision  for  Mothers  and  Young  Children  (sec. 22) 

Child  Welfare  Clinics  -  Truro 

The  number  attending  at  The  Leats  Child  Welfare  Clinic  continues  to 
increase.  3,383  children  of  whom  1,210  were  under  1  year  of  age 
attended.  The  number  of  sessions  was  50  and  thus  the  average  . 
attendance  per  session  was  67  compared  with  64  in  1964. 

Dental  (includes  Truro  Rural) 

Dental  treatment  was  given  to  expectant  mothers  and  children  and 
figures  relating  to  these  attendances  can  be  seen  in  the  following 
table.

Ante  natal  clinics  are  held  weekly  at  the  two  group  practices  in 
Lemon  Street  and  are  staffed  by  the  Truro  District  Nurses/Midwives. 
Thus  all  ante  natal  work  is  carried  out  by  G.P. 's  working  with 
County  Nursing  Staff. 

Mothercraft  and  Relaxation  classes  are  run  in  a  series  of  eight 
lectures  per  course  at  The  Leats  clinic  and  fathers  are  also  invited 
to  attend  one  lecture  in  each  course.  Six  such  courses  were  given 
during  the  year. 

The  Family  Planning  Clinic  is  held  at  The  Leats  and  29  sessions  were 
held  during  the  year.  These  clinics  were  arranged  by  the  Local 
Organiser,  Mrs.  L.  Rodger  of  Falmouth.  It  is  intended  to  hold  3 
sessions  per  month  at  The  Leats  in  future. 
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2.  Midwifery  Services  (sec.  23) 


113  home  deliveries  were  undertaken  by  Midwives  within  the  City  and 
although  the  number  of  deliveries  has,-  decreased  over  1964  (134)  the 
number  of  home  visits  ha3  increased.  This  is  due  to  the  increased 
number  of  early  discharges  from  hospital.  The  burden  falls  on 
domiciliary  midwifery  services  in  looking  after  these  mothers  who  are 
often  sent  home  within  the  first  few  days  of  delivery.  Medical  aid  was 
required  in  20  home  delivery  cases. 

3.  Health  Visitors  (sec.  24) 

566  visits  made  to  the  elderly  and  352  special  visits  on  social 
grounds  were  made  mainly  to  the  elderly  and  to  problem  families. 

4,252  visits  were  made  to  pre-school  children  as  compared  with  3>672 
in  1964,  435  visits  for  T.B.  contacts  and  follow  up  were  made  during 
the  year  and  55  Health  Education  talks  and  demonstrations  were  given* 

6  visits  were  made  to  special  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  requiring 
close  supervision. 

Home  Nurses  (sec.  25) 

182  visits  to  old  persons  were  made  and  278  general  nursing  cases  were 
visited  a  large  number  of  whom  required  injections  as  well  as  nursing 


care,  11,235  visits  were  paid  in  all  as  compared  with  12,431  last  yee.r,

When  comparing  the  tables  for  Primary  Immunisation  with  Triple  Vaccine 
for  the  two  groups  e.g.  Family  Doctors  and  clinic  doctors  in  the  0-5 
yearly  age  groups  it  is  striking  to  have  in  both  years  1964  and  1965 
more  primary  immunisations  performed  for  the  first  time  in  the  12-24 
month  age  group  by  the  family  doctors  than  in  any  other  yearly  age 
group,  whereas  one  would  have  expected  that  infants  under  1  year  of 
age  would  have  accounted  for  the  greatest  number  in  the  yearly 
distribution,  as  with  the  immunisations  undertaken  by  the  County  clinic 
personnel. 

Of  all  Primary  Immunisation  using  triple  vaccine  in  1964  the  family 
doctors  accounted  for  66%  of  all  immunisation  and  in  1965  the  figure  , 
rose  to  71% 

A  primary  course  of  oral  polio  was  given  to  990  children  in  the  whole 
Health  Area  No.  3  during  1965  and  117  were  vaccinated  against  smallpox 
in  Truro  City.  These  figures  represent  recorded  totals  given  by  family 
doctors  and  County  clinic  personnel. 

5.  Ambulance  Service  (sec.  27) 

This  service  is  under  direct  County  Control  through  Ambulance  Head¬ 
quarters  and  thus  no  report  on  the  day  to  day  administration  is  given.

The  Mobile  X-ray  Unit  made  4  special  visits  to  this  Health  Area  to 
examine  Ships  Crew,  Falmouth  Docks  and  to  carry  out  a  survey  in  Truro  City 
and  in  a  Hospital.  2,600  persons  in  all  were  X-rayed  and  of  these  10  were 
referred  for  further  investigation.  Apart  from  these  special  visits  routine 
twice  monthly  visits  to  Truro  City  (Leats)  and  Falmouth  Infant  Welfare  Clinic 
were  made  for  purposes  of  G.P.  referred  cases  and  also  for  those  school  and 
student  Heaf  positive  cases  requiring  further  examination. 

B.C.G.  was  given  to  school  children  and  students  found  to  be  Heaf 
Negative  and  60  contacts  of  known  T.B.  cases  who  were  also  negative  to 
skin  tests  were  given  B.C.G.  in  1965*  These  figures  were  for  the  Health 
Area  No.  3* 

Geriatric  Preventive  Measures  and  After-care 

Under  the  National  Assistance  Act  1948  sec.  47.1951  amendment,  no 
persons  in  Truro  City  were  taken  into  care  under  this  act. 

Medical  Loans 

A  supply  of  domiciliary  aids  for  the  Incontinent  is  available  through 
the  Health  Area  Office  and  other  equipment  required  in  the  home  such  as 
bed  pans,  urinals,  and  bed  rests  are  obtained  through  the  British  Red  Cross 
Society.  Walking  aids  of  various  design  may  also  be  obtained  for  temporary 
loan  through  the  British  Red  Cross  Society  till  the  patient  receives  such 
permanent  aids  through  the  National  Health  Service  Hospital  Service.

Chiropody  for  Truro  City  Area 


Applications from  the  elderly  and  housebound  are  made  either  direct  to 
the  Chiropodist  or  through  the  Health  Visitors.  Appointments  are  given 
according  to  the  need.  Domiciliary  treatment  is  arranged  through  the 
Old  People's  Welfare  Committee  via  the  County  Council.  Patients 
contribute  2/6d„  per  session  the  remainder  being  paid  by  grants  from 
the  Old  People's  Welfare  Committee  and  the  County  Council. 

Yellow  Fever  Innoculations 

The  Leats  is  a  registered  centre  for  this  immunisation  and  during  1965, 
296  ea  ses  were  immunised  prior  to  going  abroad.

CITY  PUBLIC  HSALTH  INSPECTOR'S  REPORT  1965 


Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  report  for  1965.  Whilst  progress  was  made  in  many 
sections  of  environmental  health  work,  the  major,  vital  and  urgent  sewerage 
schemes  for  Malpas  and  Highertown  were  still  in  the  discussion  stage  and  it 
appeared  unlikely  that  any  start  would  be  made  on  actual  works  in  1965  or 
1966.  These  schemes,  coupled  with  the  extension  and  modernisation  of  the 
sewage  disposal  works,  should  have  the  highest  priority. 

In  response  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  Circular 
II/65  the  Public  Health  Committee  estimated  that  approximately  one  hundred 
and  eighty  one  unfit  houses  remained  in  the  City  and  your  Inspector  was 
instructed  to  prepare  a  new  clearance  programme  for  the  years  19&7  “  70* 

The  modernisation  of  the  City's  shops  and  offices  continued  during  the 
year  either  by  rebuilding  or  improvements.  A  great  deal  of  time  was  spent 
at  the  plan  stage  ensuring  that  new  buildings  complied  with  the  appropriate 
Acts  when  completed.  The  cooperation  between  the  City  Surveyor's  Department, 
the  Architects  concerned  in  these  works  and  this  Department  is  of  the  highest 
order.  It  prevents  many  difficulties  and  duplication  of  work,  and  in  the  long 
run,  is  to  the  advantage  of  the  private  business  man. 

For  the  first  time  work  was  done  under  the  Clean  Air  Act  1956^  The  Public 
Health  Committee  recognises  the  dangers  of  air  pollution  at  street  level  by 
sulphur  dioxide  and  insists  that  chimneys  of  adequate  heights  are  provided  to 
new  installations. 

The  staff  establishment  of  the  Department  was  increased  by  a  Technical 
Officer  who  was  appointed  late  in  the  year.  The  City  Council  also  approved 
in  principle  the  appointment  of  a  Student  Public  Health  Inspector. 

The  continued  interest  and  support  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  and  the 
valued  cooperation  and  friendly  advice  received  from  Dr.  Whitman  was  greatly 
appreciated.  I  desire  to  acknowledge  the  readily  given  assistance  of  my  own 
staff .

HOUSING 


(1)  Clearance  Areas  and  Individual  Unfit  Houses 


At  the  close  of  the  tenth  year  of  the  City  Council’s  programme 
of  dealing  with  unfit  houses  a  total  of  three  hundred  and  seventy  four 
houses  had  been  dealt  with.  Of  these  two  hundred  and  twenty  eight  had 
been  demolished, forty  nine  were  awaiting  demolition  and  the  remainder 
had  been  closed.  Two  hundred  and  eighty  families  had  been  rehoused, 
thirteen  were  awaiting  rehousing  and  eighty  one  families  had  made 
provision  for  themselves.

During  the  year  only  ten  individual  unfit  dwellinghouses  were  dealt 
with  as  a  matter  of  urgency.  At  the  close  of  the  year  34  houses  from 
the  1961  -  5  Clearance  Programme  had  not  been  dealt  with.  In  reply  to 
the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government's  Circular  II/65  the  City 
Council  returned  a  provisional  figure  of  l8l  houses  as  being  the  remaining 
problem  in  the  clearance  of  unfit  houses.  Your  Inspector  was  instructed 
early  in  1966  to  prepare  a  programme  for  the  years  1966-70  covering  these 
houses.  It  is  hoped  that  many  of  them  will  be  saved  from  demolition. 

The  Fairmantle  Place/Colenso  Row  Compulsory  Purchase  Order  1962, 
comprising  twenty  one  houses  and  two  shops  was  demolished. 
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(2)  Reconditioning  and  Improvement  of  Houses 


Nine  houses  which  were  either  in  the  Provisional  Clearance  Programme 
or  covered  by  Closing  Orders  were  made  fit  and  further  improved  to  the 
Council’s  satisfaction. 

The  Council's  policy  of  persuading  owners  to  recondition  and  further 
improve  their  houses  continued  during  the  year.  The  following  figures 
were  provided  by  the  City  Surveyor  who  deals  with  the  mechanics  of 
Improvement  Grants:

Seven  hundred  and  forty  eight  improvements  we~e  effected  to  dwelling- 
houses  during  the  year  after  action  by  your  Inspectors.  Details  are  listed 
on  page.  24. 

(3)  Rehousing 

Seventy  two  Council  dwellings  and  eighty  seven  houses  built  by  private 
enterprise  were  completed  during  the  year.  At  the  end  of  1965,  forty  two 
Council  houses  and  flats  were  under  construction.  In  August  the  Ministry 
of  Housing  and  Local  Government  informed  the  Council  that  no  further  dwellings 
could  be  started  in  1965*  The  Housing  Committee  were  still  struggling  to 
get  the  remainder  of  1964  builaxng  programme  under  way  and  the  Ministry 
decision  prevented  the  last  twelve  units  of  the  fifty  four  in  Malabar  Stage  V 
being  started.  At  the  end  of  the  year  discussions  with  three  developers  for 
a  package  deal  of  162  houses  at  Trehaverne  were  in  abeyance  and  it  appeared 
that  only  a  visit  to  the  regional  Ministry  Offices  to  state  a  case  would  obtain 
a  resumption  of  building. 

In  April  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  asked  for  submission 
by  the  City  Council  of  their  house  building  programme  for  1965/6/7/8.  The 
Council  stated  that  it's  housing  need  for  the  four  year  period  was  314  dwellings 
and  that  it's  proposed  building  programme  for  the  three  year  period  1966/7/8  was 
252  dwellings. 

The  number  of  families  on  the  waiting  list  increased  from  512  to  552  during 
the  year  and  during  the  year  the  Housing  Committee  accepted  applications  for 
accommodation  from  any  person  who  wished  to  apply. 
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(4)  Welfare  Services  to  Old  People's  Accommodation 

i  -i- 

There  are  now  one  hundred  and  eighty  four  old  people’s  flats,  bungalows 
and  bedsitter  flatlets  in  this  scheme  and  twelve  wardens  are  employed  to 
look  after  groups  of  from  three  to  thirty  eight  dwellings.  The  Welfare 
Services  cover  wardens,  telephones  and  push  bell  systems,  garden  maintenance, 
window  cleaning,  laundry  and  meals  where  necessary,  internal  decoration  and 
chiropody.  The  day  to  day  administration  of  these  services  is  done  by  your 
Cit-y  Public  Health  Inspector  who  is  also  the  Council’s  Housing  Officer. 
Seventy  three  treatments  were  given  under  the  chiropody  service.  There  was 
an  expenditure  of  approximately  £3,210  during  the  year  1965/6  and  an  estimate 
of  £4,250  for  1 966/7. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


Your  Inspector  is  responsible  for  the  administration  of  all  public 
cleansing  services  in  the  City. 

(l)  Refuse  Collection 


Collections  are  made  weekly  from  4,669  dwellinghouses  and  from  daily 
to  weekly  at  nearly  500  trade  premises.  A  kerbside  collection  is  in 
operation  with  two  full  time  vehicles  and  crews  of  three  collectors  and 
a  driver  supplemented  by  a  third  vehicle  working  three  and  a  half  days  a 
week  on  this  service.  A  fourth  vehicle,  now  fifteen  years  old,  is  held 
in  reserve  against  breakdowns  and  extra  work  after  public  holidays. 

In  accordance  with  its  policy  that  vehicle  life  was  to  be  ten  years  only, 
the  Public  Health  Committee  took  steps  to  replace  the  fifteen  year  old 
vehicle.  Contracts  were  made  for  routine  service  of  vehicles,  bulk  supply 
of  diesel  and  tyres.  The  refuse  collection  vehicles  were  purchased  in  1965, 
1963,  1959  and  1950. 

The  Public  Health  Committee  were  perturbed  at  the  long  distance  of  carry 
of  dustbins  by  refuse  collectors  on  new  estates  in  the  City  and  made  a  ruling 
that,  apart  from  exceptional  circumstances,  dustbin  carries  by  collectors 
should  not  exceed  25  yards.  Investigation  by  a  Working  Committee  into  the 
advantages  and  disadvantages  of  the  paper  sack  methods  of  refuse  collection 
together  with  estimated  costs  of  same  brought  the  recommendation  that  whilst 
the  Paper  Sack  method  gave  many  public  health  advantages  aid  would  improve 
working  conditions  for  the  collectors,  the  cost  of  such  a  method  is  so  mu*h 
in  excess  that  its  application  throughout  the  City  be  not  recommended;  that 
the  City  Public  Health  Inspector  investigate  the  possibility  of  using  paper 
sacks  at  all  the  Council's  Old  People's  Dwellings,  where  bins  are  brought  out 
by  the  collectors,  and  report  back  to  the  Working  Committee, 


(2)  Refuse  Disposal 


The  Council  operates  a  controlled  refuse  tip  at  Newham  on  the  edge  of 
Calenick  Creek  where  low  lying  ground  is  being  raised  to  the  height  of  the 
adjoining  sewage  disposal  works.  In  February  the  Council  purchased  a  Massey 
Ferguson  Crawler  Tractor  Shovel  to  replace  the  Fordson  tractor  which  was  no 
longer  able  to  cope  with  the  work.  The  life  of  the  tip  decreases  rapidly  as 
the  City  develops  and  by  the  end  of  1968  new  areas  for  the  disposal  of  refuse 
either  in  Calenick  Creek  or  elsewhere  will  have  to  be  found.  Because  of  this 
the  Public  Health  Committee  instituted  charges  for  the  tipping  of  materials 
at  Newham  Tip  when  a  daily  quota  has  been  exceeded.  The  Committee  were  also 
looking  at  offers  which  had  been  received  for  waste  paper  salvage  from  the 
Tip. 

(3)  Street  Cleansing 

The  service  is  based  on  seven  street  orderly  beats  with  an  eighth  man 
to  help  cover  sickness  and  holidays,  and  clear  weeds  from  the  streets.  As 
street  orderlies  retire  it  is  almost  impossible  to  replace  them  with  active 
fit  men.  The  Improvement  &  Highways  Committee  instructed  your  Inspector  to 
investigate  the  possibilities  of  using  mechanical  methods  of  street  sweeping 
and  the  equipment  used.  Many  authorities  in  the  County  are  faced  with  the 
same  problem  and  have  adopted  widely  different  measures  to  solve  it.  It  is 
hoped  to  draw  on  the  experience  of  these  authorities  before  making 
recommendations . 

The  Council  renewed  it’s  contract  for  the  supply  cf  litter  bins  and  it 
is  expected  that  in  1966  all  litter  bins  in  the  City  area  will  be  renewed. 

(4)  Cesspool  and  Street  Gully  Cleansing 

Seven  hundred  and  nine  cesspools  were  emptied  during  the  year.  The 
machine  spent  326^-  hours  cn  gully  emptying.  It  was  only  used  on  weed 
killing  for  22^  hours  due  to  a  change  from  liquid  to  powder  weedkillers. 

The  cesspit  emptier/gully  emptying  machine  was  purchased  in  1958. 

(5)  Public  Conveniences 

There  are  eight  conveniences  for  ladies,  eight  for  men,  one  each  for 
boys  and  girls  and  two  urinals  in  the  City  area.  They  are  cleansed  by  four 
full  time  and  five  part  time  attendants.  It  is  expected  that  a  new  convenience 
will  be  built  in  The  Leats  area  close  to  the  shopping  area  and  Cathedral  during 
1966/7*  In  response  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government’s  Circular 
15/65  regarding  hand  washing  facilities  at  public  conveniences  the  P\»blic  Health 
Committee  provided  wash  basins  and  hand  drying  facilities  in  a  further  three 
conveniences.  The  provision  of  hot  water  was  approved  for  the  new  conveniences 
in  The  Leats  area  and  for  Lemon  Bridge  Ladies  Conveniences  as  part  of  a 
modernisation  scheme. 
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VERMIN  INFESTATION  CONTROL 


(1)  Rodents 


301  visits  were  made  during  the  year  by  the  operative  and  185  properties 
were  found  to  be  infested  by  rats  and  mice.  59  inspections  were  also  made 
by  your  Inspectors  at  infested  premises.  Permanent  "warfarin”  points  are 
in  use  at  Newham  Tip  and  are  particularly  successful.  Treatment  of  the 
sewers  was  carried  out  between  January  and  April,  Eighty  manholes  were 
treated.  Rodent  and  pest  control  continued  at  the  premises  of  the  Hospital 
Board  within  the  City  area. 

(2)  Insect  Pests 


Twelve  flea,  fly,  ant  and  cockroach  infestations  we re  treated  and 
assistance  was  given  in  the  destruction  of  thirty  three  wasps  nests. 

DRAINAGE  and  sewerage 


Ihree  hundred  and  twenty  inspections  of  drainage  systems  were  made. 
The  following  work  on  the  sewerage  system  was  completed  during  the  year:- 

(a)  Sewering  of  Carvedras  area. 

(b)  Renewal  of  part  of  Fairmantle  Street  sewer  and  its  connection  to 

sewerage  system. 

(c)  Provision  of  manholes  on  Fairmantle  Street  and  Carclew  Street  sewers. 

The  following  work  was  due  to  start  in  1966:- 

(a)  Provision  of  a  new  foul  sewer  in  hi tchell  Hill  and  the  use  of  the 
existing  sewer  for  surface  waters. 

The  following  schemes  were  still  with  the  Consulting  Engineer 

(a)  Sewering  of  Malpas  village. 

(b)  Provision  of  a  new  main  trunk  sewer  through  the  Penvethers  valley 

and  Calenick  Village  to  the  existing  sewage  disposal  works  and 
the  enlargement  and  modernisation  of  the  works. 

The  Public  Health  Committee  were  considering  the  following:- 

(a)  St.  Clements  Hill  off  site  sewer. 

(b)  Sub  soil  water  infiltration  into  old  sewer  at  rear  of  Ferristown, 

Francis  Street  and  under  Little  Castle  Street. 

(c)  Surface  water  sewer  Gas  Hill. 
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A  great  deal  of  trouble  with  oil  being  passed  into  sewers  from  garages 
and  other  premioss  was  experienced  during  the  early  part  of  the  year  and 
the  proprietors  were  requested  to  provide  proper  interceptors  to  keep  the 
oil  out  of  the  sewers.  These  interceptors  were  then  emptied  at  intervals 
by  the  Council’s  cesspit  emptier. 

In  October  the  Public  Health  Committee  adopted  the  principle  that 
only  impervious  cesspits  complying  with  the  appropriate  British  Standard 
Code  should  be  installed  where  drainage  to  the  sewer  was  not  practicable. 

FACTORIES 

Fifty  inspections  of  the  one  hundred  and  twelve  factories  included 
in  the  register  were  made.  Twenty  seven  defects  were  found  and  remedied.

WATER  SUPPLIES 


The  bacteriological  quality  of  the  water  supplied  by  the  Truro  Water 
Company  was  satisfactory.  Seventy  four  samples  were  taken  by  your  Inspectors 
and  one  hundred  and  sixteen  by  the  Company.  All  mains  water  as  supplied  to 
the  public  was  satisfactory. 

The  water  is  not  plumbosolvent  and  a  PH  of  7.8  is  maintained  by  the 
addition  of  lime.  The  results  of  four  chemical  analyses  were  satisfactory. 

Fourteen  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  private  supplies.  Nine 
were  satisfactory  and  five  were  unsatisfactory. 

Almost  all  the  houses  in  the  City  area  are  supplied  from  the  Public 
mains.  The  exceptions  are  isolated  groups  of  houses  on  the  outskirts  of 
the  City  at  Three  Corners,  New  Mills  and  parts  of  Penwethers. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH 

(1)  Camp  Sites 

One  large  site  of  eighty  residential  caravans  and  five  individual 
caravans  were  licensed, 

(2)  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act  1963 

Three  hundred  and  seventy  three  premises  were  registered  under  this  Act. 
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These  premises  house  two  thousand,  seven  hundred  and  forty  three  workers. 
131  visits  were  made  by  your  Inspectors.  Eight  accidents  in  shops  and 
offices  were  investigated.  A  technical  assistant  was  appointed  to  the 
Department  in  October  to  carry  oat  routine  inspections  of  this  type.  The 
object  of  the  appointment  was  to  better  employ  the  skills  of  qualified 
Public  Health  Inspectors. 

(3)  Smoke  Control 


"As  old  buildings  are  replaced  and  particularly  as  whole  areas  are 
redeveloped  it  will  be  necessary  to  watch  closely  the  position  relative 
to  new  installations  and  chimney  heights.  With  new  plant  the  danger  of 
excessive  black  smoke  emission  is  small  compared  with  the  pollution  of 
the  air  by  waste  gases  such  as  sulphur  dioxide.  As  sulphur  dioxide 
cannot  be  removed  by  any  economical  process  the  only  answer  is  dissipation 
in  the  air  by  a  chimney  stack  of  adequate  height."  This  paragraph  appeared 
in  my  report  for  last  year  and  during  1965  the  Public  Health  Committee 
approved  new  furnace  installations  and  chimney  heights  at  three  premises. 

In  September  the  Committee  agreed  to  the  principle  that  there  should  be 
Smoke  Control  in  the  Pydar  Street  Redevelopment  Area  and  that  when  the 
Developers  provide  detailed  plans  of  the  development,  the  Committee  to 
decide  which  premises  should  be  included  in  a  Smoke  Control  Order  for 
the  area. 

(4)  Training 

In  1964  the  City  Council  agreed  to  share  in  a  County  scheme  for  the 
training  of  Public  Health  Inspectors  and  adopted  in  principle  the  appointment 
of  a  Student  in  the  Department.  In  1965  the  Public  Health  Inspector's 
Examination  Board  approved  the  City  Council  as  a  suitable  authority  for  the 
practical  training  of  a  student.
